SALE OF CHINESE LOOT. 


A certain amount of the loot from 
Peking is finding its way into tho London 
West-end auction rovms, Amongst reeent 
objects area group of figures from Chinese 
mythology, carved from teak wood, £4; 
another group of two mythological fizures, 
unique in wutt it is entirely carved from 
ona slid block of teak, one fout in diame- 
ter, £4 10s,; and £4 was olitained for 
antl r group of two demons, ornamented 
in the Hsa-Cheng-Yu Palace‘in Peking. 
A pair of Chinese grey jade bracelets fetch- 
ed £4, some embroidered sill robes £6 and 
£7 each, and a conple of skirta £2; a 
miniature sercen af pierced wood, surround- 
inga square pluquo of pierced jade, £10 
103.; a silver gilt hair ornament, with 
green stone in the centre, £5; other hair 
ornaments. werked in sead pots and 
Kingfishers’ feathers, £3 each.. A number 
of beautiful garments were sold, among 
then # sen-otter short jacket, lined with 
Dlue brocade, which made £42, and ared 
embroidered Mandarin's robe, Tined with 
silver fox fur, #4 guineas. 


THE SIEGE OF TIENTSIN: 


Mr dim Watts’ Gallantry. 
- Inthe House of Commons, on 2nd April, 
Mr Yerbargh asked tho Scerotary of State 
for War. whether the Government had in 


any way acknowlodgod the service rendered 
by Mr James Watts, 2 British subject, wha 
during the recent siege of Tientsin redo 
from thee to Taku, through a country 
swarming with Boxers, to canvoy informa- 
tion to Admiral Druco as to the serious 
state of affairs then prevailing at Tientsiv, 
and whether the Gerumm Government had 
deeorated Mr Watts. 5 

Viscomit Crovhorae, whe replied, ssid: 
His Mnjosty’s Government have oxpressed 
to Mr Wats r high appreciation of the 
wallant and distimgeished service rendered 
by hint te the Ewropcan community at 
"Viontsin during the siege, but-ho is, unfor- 
tunately, not eligible by existing warrants 
for any British order or inedal. Tho Ger- 
man Ennperor hus signified his desire to 
confer a medal upon Me Whtte, 

Commenting apon this, thy ZL. and-( 
Bucpress says 7 — : 

Tho copy of our Tieutsin cctemporsry, 
received by Install, siteg that Air Jam 
Watts bad received a petsion from tho 
British Government for his y:lucky ride to 
Taku last Juno. Judging, however, by the 
reply given to Mr Yorburgh by Viseount 
Oranborne in the House of Commonsy this 
gratifying testimony has not been accorded; 
also that Wo howour or wiedal could be con- 
ferred. This is certainly most unsatis: 
factory, and official ingenuity might have 
beon expected tn devise some’ way of ro- 
waning so signal a gervice as Mr Watts 
rendzred. Daring the Indian Mutiny a 
British civilian performed a similar daring 
action. He volunteered to convey a letter 
through the enemy's lines, and he suc 
ceoded in Qoing ga. For such an act of 
evol, sustained courage be richly merited
